SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled computer printout (text) known as Seraslut.log \s classified as: 
Objectionable. 

Seraslut.log has been given this classification because it promotes and supports the 
use of violence or coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct; sexual 
conduct with or upon the body of a dead person, and acts of torture and the infliction of 
extreme violence and extreme cruelty. The computer printout (text) promotes and 
supports these activities by presenting as sexually arousing the brutal rape and murder 
of a woman, and the sexual violation of her dead body. 

Seraslut.log describes a woman being raped by three men who then proceed to kill her 
by forcing a pool cue into her vagina and hanging her by her neck. The description of 
the woman's brutal rape and murder uses sexually explicit terms, and is clearly 
intended to be arousing for the reader. Added to this the Tumult character who is 
narrating the major part of the 'scene' clearly takes enjoyment from the suffering that is 
caused to the Seraslut character. After the death of the Seraslut character, the Tumult 
character engages in oral intercourse with the dead body until he ejaculates. Again, 
the sexual activity is described in vivid and explicit terms that can only mean that the 
publication is intended to be sexually titillating. 

The publication is a computerised log of a conversation between two people on the 
Internet (referred to as Internet Relay Chat). While at any one time there is limited 
audience for these online conversations they are still intended to be made available by 
means of the Internet. Making a publication available in this way, especially one that 
deals with graphic sexual violence, cruelty and sexual conduct with a dead body, 
increases its impact and the way it promotes and supports these activities. 
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The Classification Office has considered the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) in relation to Seraslut.log. However, Seraslut.log promotes and supports 
several s3(2) criteria under the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act), deeming the publication objectionable. As such the right to freedom of 
expression and information contained in si4 of the NZBR Act cannot be applied in a 
manner that is consistent with the NZBR Act because it is overridden by s3(2) of the 
FVPC Act. 
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
